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The Excerpt from the Diary. 


February 18th. 


I was appointed the commander of the guards in Singapore 
and was ordered to command the 3rd Battalion, 11th Infantry ~. 
Regiment and the lst Battalion, 4lst Infantry, and military 
police including assistant gendarmes, and to take charge of 
the defense of Singapore. 


At 10 a.m. I reported at the army headouarters and 
received orders and instructions on defense and also received 
news of the attachment of the extra staff officer, Lieutenant 
Colonel HAYASHI. 


I hgve issued orders concerning the general guarding. 


February 19th. 


I hea’d reports from the OHASHI unit, military police, 
which was in charge of guarding and inspection of the city. 


The pillaging by citizens is still going on. 


Towards evening, the defense headquarters were removed 
to Fort Canning in the city, the former general headquarters 
of the British forces, 


The same evening, according to instructions, I issued 
orders requiring the wholesale rounding up of undesirable 
Chinese residents, which is to be enforced from the 2lst. 


Especially I urged the gathering of Chinese malcontents 
ino a certain restricted area to be separated from the 
rest of the citizens. 


February 2ist and 2end. 


The wholesale round up was inforced. 


February 23rd. 


At 11 a.m. the meeting of commanders was held and we 
heard the various reports from each party, on the conditions 
of arrest and later reported the information to the army 
commander.

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February 24th, 


From today, extending over three days, the meeting 
of the branch directors of the military administrations is 
to be held. TI have today attended the meeting, 


br th. 


The commander of the forces made a round of inspections, 
and examined the defense situations in the city. 


March lst. 


I have received orders to take onerke of the guard of 
Changi district from today. The 3rd Batta ion, llth Infantry 
Regiment was assigned for this purpose,

March 8th, 


Since the gendarmes were reverted to their original 
duties we have given orders to both air forces and railway 
corps for local defenses, 


March 9th. 


It became clear that the news of landing of eneny 
on Bintan Island and its vicinity was false, HAYASHI 
battalion dispatched to the spot returned here today. 
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March 13th. 


The brigade headquarters and the 4th Infantry Regiment 
have been decided to be used for some other purposes in 
accordance with the new duties, and today I have received an 
unofficial announcement to prepare for this. 


March 17th. 


Handing over the defense duties to the succeeding brigal 
commander, Major General SUGIURA began. 


March 18th. 
At noon, tre relief of the defense was completed. 
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Extracts from the diary of Major General

February 16. 

Despatched Major KOBAYASHI and approximately 100 
officers and men under his comnand as an Emergency MP unit 
to the Raffles college by 10 a... 


Got all units to clean the battlefield. This day 
despatched the unit under Major MISHIBA's command to handle 
the PWs' matters.

Our headquarters were removed to the Clubhouse for the 
reason of inconvenience in command. 


Late at night I was ordered to tae command of both 
battalions of the llth and 41st Infantry Regiments and the 
Emergency MP unit as the newly-appointed commander of the 


Singapore Guard Force, and to take charge of the guarding of 
the city. 


Fobruary 16. 


Presented myself to Army headquarters at 10 a.m, to re- 
ceive the order appointing me to be Guard Force Commander. 


At 12 aem. I went to Raffles College and issued the 
necessary orders. Staff Officer HAYASHI was assigned to me. 


February 19. 


Inspected the general situations within the city 
from 10 a.m. Listened to the report concerning the situations 
from MP Unit Commander OISHI and his men. (pel) 
(Yas impressed with the imperfection of the military disciplin 
of our officers and men.) 


In the evening, our headquarters were removed to Fort 
Carning. 


Issued an order to make wholesale arrests of delinauent 


Chinese from the 21st and thereby advocated their assembly 
in a certain area. 
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February 20, 


Held a memorial service for those who laid down their 
lives and a ceremony of awarding certificates of merit. 


February 21. 


Started the wholeslae arrests today. Held a memorial 
service in the Division. Later, inspected the situations 
of searching by the Central Area Unit. 


In the morning, inspected the situations of the Fast 
Area Unit, the camp for British non-combatants and the 
North Area, 


In the afternoon, attended the memorial service of 
the OKABE Unit and later inspected the situations of the 
Central Area Unit. 


Fe ruary 23. 


Held a Unit Commander meeting from 11 a.m. and listened 
to the reports concerning the situations of searching to the 
effect that those who had been punished numbered approximately 
5,000, of which important persons are continuing to be detaine 
and are under investigation. 


In the evening, was invited to the dinner in the 
Division. Heard that the Division will shortly be dispersed 
to various areas. It was a farewell party for me, 


Memory: It is in my menory that on the 23rd I went to the 
Army headquarters to report after the Unit Commandor 
Meeting had adjourned. 


February 24, 25, 26, 


Held a meeting of chiefs of the Military Administration 
Department on 25th, the Army Commander called on us during 
his insrection tour. 


On 26th, the Army Commander gave a speech to the 


effect that we should take up a far more positive attitude, 
instead of the heretofore internal guicance,. 


March 1. 


From this day, the guarding of Changi was taken over 
by the 3rd Division, llth Infantry Regiment. 
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Narch 2. 


Inspected the PWs in Changi. Today, concerning the 
security precautions throughout the Shonan Island, I gave 
necessary orders. 


March 4. 


The guarding units throughout Shonan Island were 
changed, at 12 p.m. today. From this day, ordered the 
refugees to leave the place. 


March 5- 


Early in the morning I received information from 
natives that about one thousand Dutch troops had landed 
from Bintang Island, so I ordered the increase by half of 
the HAYASHI Battalion of the 8th Division, in order to 
prepare for their suppression. On the 6th we learned that 
it was a false ,larm. 


March 7. 


HAYASHI changed his position as a staff on the Imperial 
Guard Division unexpectedly. 


March 8. 


According to the enactment of the M.P. Service 
Rogulations, I ordered that status of M.P.s be changed so 
that they would be dispatched and hold an additional post 
in every District detachment. 


March 9. 
The HAYASHI Battalion in Bintang Island returned. 


March 11. 


Past 12 o'clock a captured Powder Magazine exploded, 
To prevent plotting by rebels, we enforced an emergency guard, 
and did our best to relieve the refugees. 


March 13. 


Today I and the 41st Infantry Regiment received an

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Abstracts of the Subjects Concerned from the 
Greater East Asiatic Top Secret Operation 
Diary of the Imperial Headouarters 


The following descriptions are what were reported to 
the Imperial Feadquarters by the 25th Army, excepting the 2nd 
clause of March 13th, which is the report from the Southern 
General Army. 


February 7. 
The army enters at once into the next Operation without 
the ceremony of triumphal entry. 


February 18. 


1. The army made about three battalions of infantry 
and the second field gendarmerie under the command of Brigadio: 
KAWAMURA mount guard over the city of Singapore, and the 
main force located in its vicinity are engaging in cleaning 
the battlefield and preparing for the coming operation. 


2. Fach one company of 5 D successfully landed on 
the islands "Bukum" and "Sambo,’! /phonetiec ecuivalents/ 
February 20. 

SASAKI Battalion of 5 D landed on Bintang Island 
without bleeding. 

February 21, 


There are fairly many volunteers and Malayans who 
joined the enemy's force as a voluntcer army and the fifth 
column. The army is now in search of them. 


Those who were taken in soon after the fall of 
Singapore: 16 Chinese voluntcers, 360 Malayan volunteers. 
February 24, 25, 26. 


On this occasion wren tre main Operation of Malay 
has come to an end, a meeting of the head officials of the 
prenohae of the military administrative department was 

eld. 


“ith captives and captured arms was organized the 
Singapore Island Defense Corrs. All of the seventy thousand 
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of captives cannot be consumed by this arnv. The arny wit os

February. 28. 


“he s'ate of eectivities of "de Gaulle" faction here 
is now being clarified by and by. "Glaire," /phonetic/ 
a Jew, “Remanl," /phonetic/ a spy of the military committee 
of the "de Gaulle" faction and "Causelle," /phonetic/ the 
Manager of the French Indo-Chinese Bank: have been subjected 
to internment and inouiry. 


March 1. 


As it has serious influence on the future action of the 
army, we wish to now if you have an intention to move the 
present captives here to any other places than Malay Peninsuls 
At present, 85,000 captives.

March 17.

After the capitulation of Singavore Island, their interest in 
Jnpan has been intensified. At the same time, rigorous 
measures were adopted to such anti-Japanese Chinese as the 
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volunteers. Thus, their movement hus taken decisive dircecior 
Theat is, they take an attitud> to submit their lives, proner- 
ties and all the rights and interests to the Japanese army 
and to wait penitentially for any orders, keeping these 
thines for themselves. They propose that if the commander 

Oe Sie Jolanese Army would exempt them from death and would 
give them a favor to carry on their occupations at ease, they 
would swear their future faithfulness and economical contri- 
bution and ~ould contribute one half of their properties to 
the Japanese army. As to the offering of cne half of their 
properties, we accept only their svirit and instead of one 
half we receive cash of fifty million yen. “ith the fore- 
goings, the first step of the measures toward the Chinese 
residents in Malay is completed. Next, the second means 
srall *e ta'ren. 


March 18, 
From Colonel Tsuji: 


I intend to take my post there after the inspection 
of battl® condition of Burma and Philippine thestre 
about the latter part of March. 


April 10. 


Though the public peace of Malay Peninsula is going 
to recover by the activities of respective guarding vnits 
still, secret movements of Chinese residents here have not 
entirely ceased yet. 


March 27. . 


Anproximately 1,500 persons in Celenban and Malacca 
weee captured at once and a lot of arms were confiscated, 


and the majority who were captured were released after investi 
gation. 


(At the distance of 16 kam. to the north of Kwantan) 
The den of communists was crinpled entirely and 15 of its 
members were captured (the leader committed suicide) at** 
the end of March. 


At the location of 15 k.m. to the south-east of “agayan 
approximately 500 hiding communists are being searched with 
the attemnt of ousting. 
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April 5. 


Fifty-three anti-Japanese vadicals were captured 
at Taipin. At Penan, ve are to make a round up before 


long. 


April 16. 


As the resvlt of the search by our Gendarmerie, we 
have disclosed the plot movement of British battle beaten 
remaining soldicrs and a certain varty of Chinese communists 
(it seems to be under the leadership of CHENG-CHIEH~MIN). 
Accordingly, after the further searching out of the location 
of the wireless apparatus, we expect to capture this 


group.

A oroces-verbdal concerning the sunishnment 
of Chinese residents in Singapore 


By the 4th unit 
2c Oct., 1945 


1. Circumstances of manoeuvres by Chinese residents in tho Malay Campai 


During the MALAY camatezn, Chinese residents were very active in 
their manoeuvres from the beginnint to the end acount the battle-fielde 
and especially i» the rear, obs'tucting eu cavoatgyu ari causing us much 
difficulty. Tha! is to say, neur vhe battic-flesis iney chiefly communi. 
cated with the enemy, consequenily cur wian of cpeTaticne wes perceived . 
onomy, Placing us in a very Cicadvertbezevus vogition.; 91 aveas where our 
troops were concentratea were oeuharied, tnus +4 was aov only once that 
our trooos had to suffer meaninzlous cacrificec, cr in the raar cur com 
miseary lines were attiecked, lines of comauuicntion, military commnicat 
lines were destroyed, and our military materials damaged, delaying the 
arrival of those materials, esveciall; ammunition, at the battle-fields, 
consequently often tho MALAY campaign, whicn necesritated speed, was ob- 
structed and made difficult. 


Examples are as follows: 


1. Toward the end of Decexber, 1941, in a battle near KAMPAR /pho- 
netic/, signal bombs were fired at night near our reserve artillery 
position, and immediately /our vosition/ was showed with enomy shells, 
causing many useless sacrifices on our side. We searched the vicinity 
and captured two Chinese residents at one place, and found out that most 
of moe were done vy the Chinese residents, (a part by British 
troops). 


2. In the above battle, a battalion of the ANDO regiment intending 
to cut off EAMPAR /phonetic/ from the weet, made a detour at night, but a 
signal shell was fired from a village which was passed. Consequently, 
not only was our plan discovered, meking our rear isolation unsuccessful 
but whon crossing the river in the eouthwest of KAMPAR /phonetic/ (around 
the place were swampy lands,) they were met by a fierce enemy counter- 
attack. Thus our operntions went to pieces and we suffered a groat loss 
Immediately after the sienal bomb was fired, about one company searcnéd 
the village and cantured a Chinese who failed to escane. Accordingly we 
found that the incident was done by tho Chinese residents. 


3. At the battles near Gemas /ahonetic/ and Segamat /phonetic/ in 
tho midéle of Jamary, 1942; at XULAN /phonetic/, YONGPENG /phonetic/ an 
BATU PAHAT /phonetic/ in the end of January of the same year; at Singapo 
in the bezinninz and middle of February of the eamo year, signal bombs 
wero incessantl: fired, Artillery positions, roserve units and highor 
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comand posts were suddenly bombarded, causing many meaningless casualties. 
Tt was discovered that most of these acts were committed by the Chinese 
resicents. 


4. When the eneny attacked Xvalerunapin /phonetic/ dy air at night 
in the middlo of Januery, 1942 a signal chell was fired from the aero- 
drome of Kualarumoun /phorotic/, using thie as a target the enemy bombed 
/the aerodrone/, burnirg severa? -f ~ur planes, and causing many casualtios 
among the troops. As the result of the capture of Chinese residents, it 
was disclosed that the signal stells vere fired by Chinese residents. 


5. In the middlo of January 1942, when the Imperial Guard Division 
was crossing the River Mverh /phunetic/, Chinese rosidents indicated the 
point to be crose. and -vided tae night-bombing of the onemy planes, con~- 
sequently crossins the river war extremely difficult and with a great loss. 


6. Between che ridtle and end of January,' 1942, during the battle 
around Malacca anc. batoduhsuto /phonetic/, in which the Imperial Guard 
Division is involvcd, Ch.nese residents communicated with enemy submarines 
on the sea of Malacta end other thon assisting the smuggling, guiding and 
protecting of svies fron the submarines, they indicated the location of 
our units and made it easier and more advantageous for naval bombardment 
from ships in the etrai’s of Malacca. As a result of the above bombardment 
the operations of the Imperial Guard Division was not only made extremely 
difficult and disadvantareous, but also a large amount of munitions and 
weapons were danaged and many casvalties among the troops. 


7. While the OGAKI battalion of tho Imperial Guaré Division was 
encircling and detourine a rubber pluntaijon to isolate the enemy's rear 
from the N.W. in the fighting around BATUBAHATO /phonetic/ toward the end 
of Jan., 1942, was discovered as a reoeult of ths Chinese residents com 
munications with the enemy. Subsequently, they were met by a heavy enemy 
counter-attack and becoming isolated, the battalion commander and most of 
the men wero killed, 


8. In the end of December, 1941, in a forest to tho north of Taipin 
/phonetic/, a hundred odd armed Chinese residents were planning to disrupt 
our supply lines, and burn our munitions. As this was discovered before- 
hand, /the area/ was cleared of Chinese residents. 


9, In the middle and end of January, 1942, the Chinese residents 
often felled trees and laid them across the road between GEMAS-SEZRENGBAN 
/phonetic/ and RABIS-SEGAMATT /phonetic/, so that our vehicle traneporta- 
tion was stopped, and making good use of these opportunities fired from the 
forests on both sides. As a result many men were killed, the valuable 
munitions being stolen, thus preventing munitions being sent forward, and 
made our operations very difficult... 


10. There were often destruction of the railroads, but as the des- 
truction of tho railroad in the forest south of IBO /phonetic/ and in the 
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forest between SERENGBAN and GEMAS /phonetic/ happened just at the time 
when minitione were to be forwarded most urgently for the Singapore cam- 
Deign, it had a tremendous effect. As a result, not only did the commen: 
nent of the Singapore campaign have to be vostponed from the 8th Feb. to 
the 9th Feb., odut the forwarding of supplies, especially ammunition, aft« 
the conmencenent of the campaign did not operate as desired. Therefore 
front line ammunition was so scarce that temporarily the campaign was 
endangered -- /omitted/ -- and brought about -- /omitted/. In each case 
of obstruction the offender was captured and it was discovered that this 
was mainly the work of Chinese residents. 


11. Thore were numerous cases of the destruction of military comm. 
nication lines that there was noi tine to arrest the culprits. The 
aforementioned are only a few examples, the manoeuvres of the insurgent 
Chinese residents during the MALAY campaign are beyond description and 
have cut deep down into the heart of our troops. 


2. The state of public peace in and around Singavore after the surrende 
of the British forces. 


The British forces in Singapore surrendered on the 15th of February 
and the island immediately after the fighting actions was covered with 
uneasy atmosphere. Especially what is to be noted is the fact that 
there was a two-three day gap between tho day of the British surrender 
and the day of the Javanese ontry into that city. Thus, during this 
interval, implements of war such as rifler, ammunitions, machine gunn, 
revolvers, wireless equipment, light automobiles, etc. wore moved away 
and concealed in the houses of Chinese and natives. Such state became 
clear gradually, and it tranepired that frequently the telegraphic wires 
running detween the headquarters ofall the army corps in the suburbs 
and the city were cut off intentionally, rendering it impossible to main 
tain the commnication between then. And it became clear that the Chinc 
in the sudurbs or in the urbnn districts of the city plundered provisior 
clothes and fuel, etc. and concealed those things in their store-houses 
or above the ceiling or under the floor of individual houses, etc. 


In the meanwhile, what constituted our primary consideration was th 
it was impending to draft.a major proportion from our forces to prep re 
for the approaching oderation, and that we wore to maintain the public 
peace in the occupied ares with a minor forces. The advance towards the 
south of ovr army was ver: snce*y. On the othor hand, thero were still 
nucider of bases in the west ccast of Malay peninsula left for hostile 
eroups plotting brigandage; on tc>r of thin, the hostile Chinese disperser 
in the Rhio islands, south of Singapore, Lingu island and the Anambu 
islands after the fall of Singanore aeemed to be orevaring for their fu. 
action in cooperation with their conzades in Singapore and Malay penins 
and the rumors about the British roinforcements t2 arrive were circulat) 
So we feol keenly the necossity to secure vublic peace with some drastic 
measure and control to check the false rurors in Singapore island. 
(Reference). 
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The status of the activities of De Gaulle's group was likely to hav 
boon made clear gradually by the 28ta of February; Klay /phonetic/, a je 
Iumor /phonetic/, a opy of the military commission of the DeGaulle's 
varty, and Coceil /phonetic/, the manager of the French India) China Bank, 
were then arrested and detsined. 


3. Regarding investigation and execution of Chinese residents in "Singe 
pore", 


Under the consideration that simultaneous advance of the various 
corps of the expeditionary forces into the city of Singapore should 
rather cause a difficulty in keeping peace and order of the city, the 
military order was given, on Feb. 17, to detail a force in a size of 
nearly three infantry battalions plus the 2nd detachment of Field Milita 
Police /KEMPEITAI/ under the comand of Major-General KAWAMURA, commande 
of the 9th Infantry Brigade; while the major part of the military opcra- 
tion forcer was placed back to station at the northern suburb of "S" 
city, thus to have only small number of the unit put on duty for the gue 
of the city. The said guard commander, on the following day, viz. the l 
visited the General Headquarters and did the required liaison. 


(1) Posting 


The posting at the beginning was as shown on tho attached map showing 


the status of disposition, but afterward the guard was extended all over 
the island on March 2nd with a movoment of military strengths occurring 
since then. 


(a) Search for hostile Chinese. The investigation was executed 
Quring the 4 days period from Feb. 17 to 20 mainly on the basis of "a 
list of the anti-Japanese Chinese" which had been secured at "IPOH" and 
with reference to search materials of the roster of the detective bureau 
criminal lists of the Police Office and the statement made by roscued 
Japanese. The volice officials of the Malay detective bureau were cauec 
to attend to this occasion. 


(>) The nunber of persons searched during the first series 
lasting for 3 days, Feb. 21-23, ebout 5,000 vernone; the second series, 
Fed. 18-March 3, about 1,500 perronre ; the third series at the end of 
March, about 300 perrons. Amonz thom, about 2,000 persons were released 
after the investigation. 


(c) Reason for the search and tho excertion, Thore exists no 
written order given to the Guard Commander; it is, however, alnost cler 
that the Guard Commander had iseaued orders t2 cune with the idea of the 
Army, and in the light of the situation of tho feo ving up operation 
throughout the MALAY poninsvla, it ir cloar thac tie Jvard Commander 
did not isa orders based on his own zorsoral view. It is, howover, ver 
doubtful whether the mans execution of Ch:>nene was due to the order of 
tho commander-in-chief or not. 
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As Lieutenant-Colonel HAYASHI who was Chief of Staff in charge at 
that time died on the field, it is immossible to find the fact. 


(a) Execution of the punishment. The objectives of the punish- 
ment constitute mainly thoso who communicated secretly with the eneny; 
those who led the hostile bombing of our airfields; those who did marki 
of targots of artillery cun fire; those who disturbed rear transport li 
those who did not change the attitude of opposition to Japan and self 
confessed the continuance of the act to oppose Japan at our investigatio 
These were the leaders of the Federated Association of Chinese Volunteer 
to oppose Japan, and mexber of Communists party in Malay; those who 
were punished strictly total about 5,000 uo to the end of March. 


<, The Prosent Situation of Regulating Operation in MALAYA Peninsula. 
(1) The Present Situation of the Public Peace in MALAYA Peninsula. 


We havo already mentioned the conditions of the Chinese manoeuvring 
during our MALAYA operation. Even aftor the surrender of SINGAPORE many 
anti-Japan Chinese have entered secretly into cities and jungles and de- 
Claring corumuniem and communicatins with each other, some of thom have 
continued to be active in order to develop the systematic anti-Japan 
movencnt under tho strict and strong system anc try hard to obtain weapor 
ammunition, provisions, money and members, while looting our stock of 
weapons obtained in the battle field, killing secretly our soldiors anéd 
officers, and were acting indevendently in destroying the notworke of 
communications and traffic and killine, threatening, looting good citize 
Though tho battle was over there was creat anxiety about the public peac 
in MALAYA. 


(2) The Present Situation of Resulating Operation. 


Our Army has recognized the importanco and necessity of subjugation 
operations after the surrender of SINGAPORE and till nearly the ond of 
February despatched the 18th Division to "JOHORE" Province, the 5th Divi- 
sion to other provincos in MALAYA outside of "JOHORE" Province from 
SINGAZORD Island and nade each of them stand guard over the public peace 
in the district in charge also carrying out the subjugation operation 
against te anti-Jnoan Chincse,. 


The 5th Division divided the districts in its charge into several 
parte and made detachments take chnarze of vortion.

Tao 5th and 18th Division commenced the subjugation operation from 
nearly the dDeginning of March, Carrying out the research and subjugatir 
of anti-Javen Chinese in cities and jungles we caught wicked Chinese til} 
the end of April; about 1,000 in "JOHORE" Provines, about 1,500 in 
"SEREMBer", "MALACCA", about 300 in "SELANGOR", about 100 in "PHRAH", abo 
50 in “'FAHANG", and about 200 in "KEDAH" and "PENANG", ané confiscated 
many weapons, but after investigation released most of them the same way 
everywhore. There were, however, many cases in which at the arrest the 
Chinese resisted by firins guns, which induced us to return fire and per- 
sons on both sides were injured and killed. Many people (leaders) were 
there who comaitted suicide, recognizing their unfavouradle circumstances 
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Since the beginning of May also, the anti-Japan Chinese still con- 
tinued anti-Japan activities, hiding themselvos from the oye30f the 
Japanese, and the public perce was often jeopardized. Our Army carriod 
on subdjugetions and tried to knep tho public peace, often travorsing 
jungles and mooting with groat difficulties and sufforing considerable 
cueeaes but never succeoded in entirely sweeping away the anti-Jepan 

hinose. 


The subjugation which is noted among those sinco May is that in the 
forest to the north of AWALA LOMFUR. Finding out a renort that about 300 
anti-Japean Chincse were planning the assassination of Japanese soldiors 
and the burning of Jnpanose barracks, wo sont a punitive force to sub- 
jugate them, taking the initiniive ngeinst them. After a battle tho 
defeated Chinese fled eway devp into the forests. In this battle, the 
vodics left deed in the field numbored 200. 


(3) Conclusion. 


In short, the rogulating oporetion in the Malay Peninsula wes not 
only for tho Japaneso Army itself, but was an rction for the purposo of 
guarding tho public peace which was cerried on for the protoction of the 
lives end propertios of the ordinary citizene (including the ordinary 
Chinese, Malnyans, Indians, etc.) end though it ie to be rogrotted thet 
the circumstances in detnils, are not clesr on account of lack of 
material it is plain enough that all those dead Chinose diod by tho 
bullete during tho battles of subjugntions. During these difficult sub- 
jugations a considerable nunbor of victims appoared on our part also. 


V. About the handling of this investigation of punishment of the 
Singapore Chinose. 


I. Tho enemy's protest has not yot come, but the reports concurning 
thie problem is ae follows:

4 corrosnondent on borrd of en american hospital ship roportod the 
barbrrism of the Japenose townrd tho Austrrlinn, British rnd Dutch 
prisonors who worked in oil-rofinorics and machino-frctorios. 


Atrocities comnittod whilo tho rocd construction was under way 
in Burma and Siam wore »lso rovortod to tho offect that "Even invoelids 
woro forcod to walk to the pleco of constructional work and brork stones." 
(Sopt. 5. Austrelia.) 


According to tho rovort ronchod tho Army Hordquartors in South- 
Eastorn Asia, elliod powor prisonors wore grontly sufforing from mlrrin, 
bori dori, consumption and dysontory. (Sopt. 5. San Frrneisco.)

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4. Spy suspects wore especially ill-treated. On October 2nd, 1943, 
the police startod a barbarcus soarsch to find evidences of spy suspects 
in the camp. 57 men eni women were confined in a small guard-room, and 
for many houxve they were made to cit with their legs bent in Japanese 
style and without being givon even a minimum of decency they were forced 
to stay there for many months. One European was tortured for 55 hours 
and the othor was struck 144 timos. There wes a record with tho full 
verticulars of the devilsh torture, which Richard Sharp, B. B. C. 
correspondent saw end recorded in which a Jepanese pourod weter into the 
mouth and nostrils of one of the suspecie and then preusod tho ewollon 
stomach of the letter with his foot or junuct oa tho upoor part of the 
stomach. Some of the prisoners ci war wili tear the acars of the Japanese . 
torture forever. 


5. The captives released at Singaporo talkod of the ill-treatment: 
forcod labor, worst food ration and beating. 


(2) Judging from the attitudos adopted by the United Statoe and 
British especially the public opinion proveiling in those countrics the 
British protest against Japan is not so bitter as the United States at 
presont, but Britain will file a protest on completion of further close 
investigation after the recovery of the ex-occupation area. It is, 
therefore, necessary for uc to take a measure to cope with the situation. 


1. Though it is not necessary to produce theso investigation 
materials at present as long as Britain or tho United States doos not 
make any roquost and yet preperation should be made so as to moet the 


changing situation. 


2. The oxecution of Chinese residents at Singapore to some extont 
was unavoidable considering the circumstances which arogo at that time, 
but since the execution had reached a considorable number, Britain, (the 
United Strtes) and China will announce it as a big massacre and will 
lodge a protost with us. 80 that it willrleo be necoseary to make a 
preparation for the punishmont of those responsible.

The Outline of the Protest and Reports by Great 
on Inhumene Acts in Malaya (Singapore) Area 
Although there were almost no piotests from Great Britain, 


there were some highly exaggerated and svperficial reports made 
in England after the conclusion of the war. 


1. On.10 March 1942, British Foreign Minister Eden gave 
a formal explanation in the House of Commons on the outrageous 


acts of the Japanese following the svrrender of Hongkong, of 
which the gist is as follows: 


GIST: According to the reports of those who escaped from 
Hongkong, prisoners of war and citizens in Hongkong were 
treated { nhumanly regardless of race. Fifty British sol- 

Prag r rere bounded hand and foot and were then bayonetted 
© death, 


Even after ten days from the surrender of Hongkong, 
the wounded were left on the battlefields, and the dead 
were not buried, FEwvropeans and Asiatics alike were abused 
and killed without discrimination. 


The Chinese qvarters of the city became a nest of 
prostitutes. These outrageous acts can be compared to 
that of the great Rape of Nanking in 1937. 


There were no windows, doors or lights in the pri- 
soners! camps whicn were mere huts without sanitary facili- 
ties. Food was very noor, mortel diseasos broke ont, and 
deaths continuously occurred, furthermore, sie Japanese 
Government would not aliow the reorerantativeas cf the 
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Protecting Powers and the International Red Cross to 
visit the district. 


We do not possess any information concerning 
the prisoners in Malaya. We only know that 75,000 
Chinese had been captured in that area. 


It is not true that the Japanese army act on 
the spirit of chivalry. 


2. We have been notifying and protesting that we have 
deliberately studied the great quantity of evidence concerning 
the treatment of detained British nationals in Bast Asia which 
were obtained by the British Government on 2 September 1942 
and which hold no ground for refutation, but there is nothing 
concerning Malaya. 


3- Reports concerning Malaya (Singapore) are as follows 
although there is no protest against this area from the hostile 
power: 


(1) Conversations of Major Morris Dayton and 
Captain Thomas "Epris": 


"After the surrender of Singapore we 
were crowded into a freight car and were taken 
to Siam where we were employed in the construc- 
tion of a railroad from Bangkok to Moulmein, 
but many died of tropical disease and from scar- 
city of medicine. According to what was related 
by the advance party of Australians, all but 34 
of 1,840 soldiers died before reaching a point 
of 130 miles west. " 


(2) The appalling announcements of Japanese atroci- 
ties towards prisoners of war of the Allied Powers and 
interned civilians, in the reports despatched from London 
on 5 Sentember 1948 has given anxiety to many thousands 
of families throughout the world. Every evening paper in 
London reported that Singapore radio announced that “if 
the complete docvment is made public, the civilized world 
wlll protest 2eainst the atrocities of the Jevanese. Chi- 
nese were compv:ied to drink petroleum and the Japane: > 
threw lignted matches into their mouths", 


Mass evesutions by nachine-pua of Chinese erry 
units end civiinens were areriog ene a2 DSOFeEPOte, ‘349 
Professor “Fetspcora' vio wee che foumer ohvetooen of the 
Sultan of Jonore, believer vhac ove ot, WHO Agtaties 
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(not including soldiers) were executed by the Japanese 
secret police or died of torture in Singapore. The 
greater part of these people were Chinese, and the 
professor further states that in the smali area of "Dabon" 
thirty thousand were killed by the Japanese secret police 
and it is natural that the Chinese should abhor the Japa- 
nese as they do. 


According to the tales of ill-treatment told 
by the prisoners set free in Hongkong, they had received 
only a very small part of the Red Cross parcels, (San 
Francisco, 5 September). 


Correspondents on an American hospital ship have 
reported on the barbarous actions of the Japanese towards 
the Australian, British and Dutch prisoners working in 
oil refineries and machine factories. The atrocities 
committed on road construction in Burma and Siam were 
also reported, Even the sick were compelled to walk to 
the place where the road was being made and to break 
stones. (Australia, 5 September), 


According to reports received at the South 
East Asia Headquarters, it seems that the prisoners of 
the Allied Powers had been suffering severely from 
malaria, beriberi, consumption and dysentery. (San 
Francisco, 5 September). 


(3) London broadcasts of 6 September 1945 reperted 
as follows on the atrocities of the Japanese in Singapore 
internment camps: 


(a) "There were uk Fa men, women and children 


of every nationality interned in Stncapore, but 
the Red Cross wore never allowed to visit them. 
All men above ten years of age were forced to 
work but were given less than a half of the amount 
of food which the Frison Bureau of Malaya has 
given as a punishment before the war. When res- 
cue came, they had begun roasting snails for food. 


(b) "During the three years,'it was only once 
that reasonable administration was exercised, and 
that was when the commander was a Japanese civilian. 


(c) "There was always the constant fear of all 
kinds of atrocities and they were constantly being 
beaten for such simple crimes as not bowing cor- 
rectly. 
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(d) "Those who were suspected of espionage 
received worse treatment. On 2 October 1943, 
the Japanese police commenced barbarous searches 
as evidence of suspected espionage was discovered 
in the camp. Fifty-seven men and women were 
locked up in a small guard room and were deprived 
of every decency, Thev were compelled to sit with 
their legs bent in the Japanese way for a long time 
and they were confined in that room for several 
months. A certain Furopean was interrogated for 
fifty-five hours, and another was beaten a hundred 
and forty-four times. There is a minute record 
of the demoniacal tortures, and Richard Sharp, a 
correspondent of the B.B.C. who had read this 
record says that the Japanese, after pouring 
water into the nose and mouth of the prisoner 
would press the swelling stomach with the foot 
or jump up and down on top of it. Some of the 
prisoners will carry the marks of Japanese tortures 
throughout their lives, 


(e) "Prisoners set free in Singapore tell about 
their life of forced labour, terrible food rations, 
blows and ill-treatment. 


"In short, this has caused no great pro- 
blem until today, but considering the tendencies 
of the U.S.A. and Great Britain, especially the 
public opinion of tw th countries, England will 
thoroughly investigate this matter as soon as she 
regains her former territories and there is strong 
possibility of her launching protests against Ja-= 
pan. So we must also investigate and announce 
the true facts concerning these matters,"

General Situation/and the Management of the Natives 
by the Misitary before War 


Before the Greater Fast Asia War broke out, Malaya, Singa- 
pore, in particular, was the center of policy and strategy in 
the south and was the nucleus of pressure against Japan. The 
activities of the natives in general, especielly the Chinese, 
were very vigorous and the pressure was carried out in every 
sort of form, such as dJemonstrations, boycott and threats, so 
that there were soon more and more Japanese returning to Japan.

Thus Singapore naturally began to draw tho attention of all 
the Japanese.

The military were keenly aware of the nevsessity of a 
speedy occupaticn of Melaya, especially Singapore, and as the 
operations in Malaya were the first to be started in the Sou- 
thern operations and in view of the aim of the Greater East 
Asia War, it was necessary to assume an attitude of endear- 
ment towards the natives so as to exalt the justice of the Im- 
perial Army throughout the world, and a determined attitude was 
taken towards those who interfored vith the activities of the 
beta Ua The military adopted the policy of strictly observing 
merits. 


III 


General Situation during the Operat 


In our Malaya operations, we at first had nothing to 
give us trovdle in the rear though ve hed much in China, but 
from Central Malaya on, Chinese emigrants began to he active 
in making trouble near battle-fields and specially in the rear 
and consequently our soldiers were very watchful against them, 


(1) Trovble-Meking of Chinese Emigrants in our Malaya 
Operations, 


Near battlefields, the enemy got to know our plans 
of operation chiefly through frequent information from 
the Chinese emigrants, and our troops were placed at a 
great disadvantege or were shelled or bombed while in 
mass formetion, the result being that we often lost a 
large number of soldiers to no purpose. In the rear 

of battlefiel¢:, our lines of communications were at- 
tacked; our lines of transportation and lines of mili- 
tary communication were destroyed; our munitions were 
destroyed; and our muritions, » cecinlly cmmunition were 
delayed on their way to tlic bavtaelields and thus our 
Maleya Operations, much precssed for time, were often 
obstructed and beset with difriculties, 


Examples are as follows: 


(a) At the end of December, 1944, more than one 
hundred azmed Criasse emigrants, assembled in planta- 
tions noruh of Toiping, astemoted te put our line of 
communications cut ov order ana to bvrn our munitions, 
but we got to know of it and dealt with them before 
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they could try snything. 


(b) Towards the end of December, 1941, in a battle 
near Kenbahru, signel shells were often fired at night 
near our variovs artillery nusitiors upon which the 
enemy concentrated thezr fire, K’Lirne a low of ovr sol- 
diers, “'e made a strenuous searun ani suceecded in find- 
ing two Chinese emigrents and pucting them in custody they 
proved to he guilty. 


(c) In the above battle, one bettalion of the Ando 
Regiment took a very circuitovs ronte by night from the 
west in order to cut off "Kenbanru' from the rear but a 
Sipnel shot was fired when vuhey were pessing a village 
and, our pian being thus Imown to the enemy, we were not 
only unsuccessful in cutting off "Kan tahru" from the rear, 
but also sustained 2 severe counter~ettack while crossing 
the river sovthwest of ‘Yenbebra" (the neighbouring basin 
was swampy), ead sustained Heavy Josses, our operation 
being a compiete failure. No soener had the Signal shot 
been fired than e platuon wes sent to search the village. 
They caught a Chinese ernigrent wuo hed failed to meke a 
get-away, end who proved to be guilty. 


(d) In battles near Gemas and Segamet in the middle 
of January, 1942, in battles near Kluang, "‘vompen" and 
Batubahat at the end o7 January, 1942, and in the battle 
of Singapore at the beginaing of February of the same year, 
Signel shells were very freauently fired and our artillery 
positions, reserve vnits and higher headquarters often 
received concentrated enemy fire and sustained heevy loeses. 
It Ata found that most of this wes the work of Chinese emi- 
&rants. 


(e) In the midéle of Januery, 1942, when the enemy 
made an air-raid on Kurla iimpur, @ signal shell was fired 
from the atrfislé tnere; tne erny plines dcbed it, the 
result being tnt some of orr o ures were burned out, end

(f} In the miéaie of sarnary. 3+2, when the Imperial 
Guard Division oversan tn Muar, Chiucse emigrants indi- 
cated the crossing~os..mi and dlescted tre enemy's night 
bombing ani we conse jrertiy had yuch difficulty in evoss- 
ing the river and susteine:! beevy Losses. 


(g) Frem tne middle to he und o: Jenarty, 1942, while 


the imrerial Garrd Division waa Slehoune eur Meliaeca end 
Batuoahat, Chinese mochaats secretly c.mmunicaved with 
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enemy submarines in the seas off Malacca, They not only 
secretly brought in some spies from the submarines, 
guided and protected them but also made indications of 
the positions of our troops to meke the enemy's ship 
bombardment eesier and more effective. The result was 
that the Imperial Guard Division had a difficvlt and 
disadvantageous operation. 


(h) At the end of January, 1942, near a battle near 
Batubehat, the Okaki battalion of the Imperiel Guard 
Division was taking a roundabout route through e rubber 
plantation to invest Batubehat with the aim of cutting 
it off from the reer, when Chinese emigrants secretly 
informed the enemy, who made a mass counter-attack upon 
the bettelion and completely isolated it; the bettelion 
had the misfortune to be nearly ennihilated, the comman- 
der and almost 211 the others boing killed. 


(4) From the middle to tho end of Januvery, 1942, 
Chinese emigrants felled trecs across roads between 
Gemas and Selembang end between Lebis and Segamat, 
brought our MT to a stendstill, end poured a hail of 
fired upon them from behind the tress on both sides of 
the roads. As a result, our valueble munitions were 
plundered and prevented from reaching the fort, and our 


operation was placed et a great disadvantage. 


(j) There were many obstacles to railwey trans- 
portation, but emong others, the railways were destroyed 
in plantations, south of Ipoh, end between Selembang and 
Gemes, just when we had to send munitions for our Singa- 
pore operations. It had © very great effect upon us 
for we were forced to postpone the sttack upon Singapore 
until Feb. 9th, though it hei previously been fixed for 
Feb. 8th. Moreover, after we t« ena to attack, we could 
not get our munitions in the qurnticies we required, and 
for want of ammunition, we were onze in a very dengcerous 
situetion. Tho criminals who ned caused these obstacles 
were caught anc it wes found thet Chinese merchents had 
been chiefly responsible. 


(k) Our lines of militery communication were destroyed 
on innumerable occasions, 


Singapore was ceptured on the 15th of February, and 
at first, after action ccased, prospects for the order and 
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peace of the peninsula looked very good but a rumour 
spread thet the British end Dutch troops would come to 
the rescue and there was the further agitation of some 
communists who had been released or escaped from prison 
and criminals at large which produced an undercurrent 

of uneasiness, In particular, as there was a gap of 

two or three days between the surrender of the British 
Troops and the entry of the Japanese troops into the 
city of Singapore, not only were weapons such as rifles, 
rifle ammuniticn, machine guns, revolvers and motor-cars 
with small type radio sets disiersed and hidden in the 
houses of Chiriese omigvrnts, vot reodstuffs and other 
materiels were stolen;end morecver our lines of communi- 
cation between our various Corps HO in the ovtskirts and 
the city itself were frequently and delij»erately severed, 
to the great disadvantage of our troops. It was also 
found thet meny Chinese emigrants in the outslirts and 
the center of the city had stolen foodstuffs, clothing 
and fuel and concealed them in the warchouses of their 
residence, in the ceiling and under the floor. As our 
forces were epproeching the next stage in their opera- 
tions and were very soon to withdraw the main strength 
of their troops, there was only a small number of our 
soldiers to be responsible for maintaining the peace 

and order of the city after the occupaticn. The rapi- 
dity of our Army's southwerd march had left a great 
many guerilla bases scattered on eitner side of the 
road, along the west coast of the Malay Peninsula, 

There were clear signs, morcover, that after the fall 
of Singapore many enti-Japanese Chinese emigrants who 
were scattered among the Riouw, Lingga, and Anambas 
Islands situated south of the toninsula, were making 
bases of these islands from which they were preparing 
for future activities in concert with their sympathizers 
cn Singapore Island and the Malay Peninsula. Is vicw 
of the rumours of British Troops coming to the rescue 
once more, that kept sweeping the eity, our troops felt 
it very important to strictly suppress all unfounded 
rumours and wild tales in Singapore Islend and maintain 
the peace and order of the island of Singapore with all 
possible speed.

_the canituintion of the anony, 


Believinz that it would not onl; answer the purnoses of our 
"Sacred War", but also bring about cood results in further operations 
in the southern areas especially in the Sumatra and Andemans operations, 
which were our army's next tesks at that time—to sat un a firm 
military adcministretion in Maleya and asveciellv in Singepore, as 
s00n 2s possible after the capitulation of tne British Army, our army 
at first stationed only Zempei in Sinvapore itself and avoided sending 
big units into the city. Major--General KAWaMURA Saburo was eciven 
commend of Mo. 2 Mempeitai (with about 2 companies of auxiliary Kempoi 
and armoured car end tank compeny from No. 5 end No, 18 Imperel Guards 
Divisions atteched to them, end the neccssery troons, end put in command 
of Singapore city, while th* miinforer -f the Irverial Guorés Divisions were 
put in Charge of Singapore island. (excluding the erestor pert of tne 
city) and continueé their work of clearing the battle fiolds rapidly 
and their mopping-up operations. By these meena, our ermy tried to 
establish public order and at the esre time prevared for the next 
round of operations. 


Considering the immortance of Sincapzre to the foreos and the 
fact thet it was infested with plain clothes bandits who had obstructed 
our military operations for the whole veriod of our operetions in Malaya, 
our army, decided on a strict attitude in dnaling with the Chinese 
emicrents,. On Feb. 17th, our army issued an Army Order and dispatched 
Major HAYASHI Tadao, a staff officer to Sineapore garrison heedqumrtors, 
mainly for the purpose of dealing with this matter. 


In tho lattor vert of February the mein strength of the Sth and 
the 18th Divisions successively moved to liorthern Melave end Johors 
State and assumed the seme dutios as those mentionad ahovo.

1. The army's policy toward the Chinose, 


In viow of the great obstructions to our opers.tions put up by the 
anti-Japanese activities of Chinese subsoquent to the cperations in 
central Malay, wo wore obliced to chance the orizinal attituce towerd 
the Chinese which we had held at the timo of the outbreak of war.

(C) The etetement of the Commander of the SHONAN/Singapore/ 
Garrison Forces. 


The Chinese of SHONAN port heve beon misled until this day dy 
the propacanda of the Chuncking Resime, cooperated with Britain, and con- 
tinued political and economic assistence to the Chunckine Recime. That 
is, the fact that they obstructed our oper: tions end always played an 
active part in the front-line of anti-Japanese onerations by organizing 
a volunteer army which joined the British Army and serving as guerrillas 
end spies, constitutes an obstruction to the conetruction of Greater 
East Asia and hence they should be called the traitors of Bast Asia. 


Howevor, upon the fall of Singanore, a part of them fled, tt it 
is quite clear that others dis;uised themselvos as law-n>idin-= citizens 
and awaitine the chance to conduct guerrilla activities. If they are 
left as they are, it would be forever impossible to bring about a 
cheerful Malay. It is most essential at the present time to mop—up 
these treitorouse Chinese and estrblioh poace and order thereby bringing 
peace end security to the masses, 


It is the intention of the Imperial Javanese Army to arrance a 

new order and ost: bdlish the Eust Asia Co-Prosnerity Sphero under the 
florious ideal of "hakto ishiu"/ univereal brotherhood/ thereby hoping 

for the evorlasting development of Maley, This is the decleration of the 
Comm.nder of the Japenese Army. He who obstructs our richteousness 

is the arch onemy of mankind.

(Annex) The statoment of the Commarder of the Shonan Garrison Forces 
(D) concerning the maintenance of peace end order on the island. 


The Commander of the Japanese Army has been striving his best to 
restore and maintain peace and order on the island ever since the capture 
of Shonan Island. For this purpose, the Japanese Army authorities have 
permitted no Army to enter the city, but only the gendarmes, who bear 
the responsibility of protecting the citizens at large and distreesod 
people. However, some rebellious elements disturbed the peace and 
conducted acts benefiting the enemy. Accordingly, the Army intends to 
strictly punish tness evil end rebellions elements, persone possessing 
of military arms ar‘ cersons who havo committed outragos and looting, in 
order to maintain the peuce of the entice inhabitants. The leader of 
the rebels who had been arrested, and a certain other person were 
killed by firing squad at a certain place on the 2let and 22nd, respec- 
tively. 


The Commander of the Shonan Garrison Forces hereby serve public 
notice that persons who remain unreventent and continue their evil acts 
shall likewise be strictly punished. 


(E) The proclamation of the military authorities concerning 
the return of the distressed Chinese to their homes. 


In order to secure peace and order and promote the smooth adjustment 
of the demand and supply of necessities of life on Shonan Islend, all 
Chinese now taking refuge should return to their original place of 
residence within 10 days from Merch 4. 


Those who fail to return within this period without good reason shall 
be strictly punished. 


IIlt. The state of ourging on the Malay Peninsula. 
1. The state of perce and order on the Malay Peninsula. 


The intrigues of the Chinese during the Maley campaign were as 
described alrerdy. Even after the fall of Singaocre, numerous anti- 
Japancse Chinese hid thomsolvss in cities and forests. Some of then, 
standing for communism, end mainteining mutual connections among them, 
@ontinued active operations under a firm organizotion in order to carry on 
& systematized anti-Japanese moverent. They made efforts to obtain arms, 
ammunition, provisions, as well as comrades—-in-arms. Meanwhile, they 
looted the surrendered arms which we had assembled, assassinated our 
officers and men, destroyed our communication and transportation lines, 


killed, threatened and villeged lew-ebiding citizens at large. Thus the 
state of peace and order on the Meley Peninsula aftor the war was still 
alarming. 
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2. State of purge. 


Recognising the nocersrity of conducting purging operations of 
the Malay Poninsuwia folicwing ibe fall of Singepore, the army dispatched 
from Singapoxe ty the ev". of “etrvery the 1@ta Division to Jonoro Stato 
and the Sth Pivieica to the Maley Pevinovila other tnan Johore State, 
to take chaize cf ths vorco and. croee in the reevoctive districts and at 
the same tine conduct purgiag operations against the anti-Jepanese 
Chinese. 


Tn the case of the Sih Division, the district assigned to it 
was subdivided as tollcwo lo be olecec. under the charge of its comoonent 
units:

The 5th and the 1@th Divisione gcneraily coumenced purging opera- 
tions from the early pert of March, conivcting mopping-up operetions of 
enti-Japanese Chinese in tho mountains aud foreets. By the end of april 
about 1,000 undosiredle Shineso wore errested in Johore State, about 
14500 in Selenting enc Mallaccs Provincas, ebovt 200 in Selaneor Frovince, 
about 100 in Pora, etovt £O in Paheng ead about 200 jn Kedn and Penrng 
Provinces. Nunerous eras were elso seizcd. Aftoe exenmin>ion, the 
greater pert of tucse poreons vero ralerased. FEowover, cacuelsies often 
occurred cn bochk sider at the tim of ming wrestsa, since the Chinese 
fired at us. cenchiie us 10 return five 2)5.. Morecver, a considerable 
number (the lenéets) killed therselvos wea they rea}ized the situation 
to be against ‘l.en. 


Even after May the enti-Jepaneao Chinese continusd underground 
ectivities, rith the resilt tat >eace and orler retwined tnsstisefactory. 
Qur forces often wene' rated through gungles and wita conzicerabis 
difficulties and cemrge io cur sice, carriod on the punitive operations 
in order to secure peece end order, bul failed to errdicato the anti- 
Jnoanese Chinese. 


Of the purging orerrtions efter May the prowinent one wee the 
punitive operations in the forvets north of Kuela Lampur. Upon receipt 
of intelligence that about S09 anvi-Japenose Chinese were scneming the 
assassination of our ofiicore eni man and the tombing of our harracke, 
we suppressod then by a froreetrliing atteck. Follow‘ng the bettle, the 
remnant Chinese fled furthor deep into thejunglesa. About 200 dead bodies 
wore left in the bettlefield as the result of this battle. 
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In short, the purging operations on the Malay Peninsula represented 
peace preservation patrol activities to protect not only the Japanese 
troops themselves but also the life and property of the people at lerga 
(Chinose, Mnlayans, Indians, etc.). Although ve regret to say that we 
have no Cclerr iden of the detnilod situntion owing to lack of data, the 
anti-Japeanese Chinese who lost tneir lives were principably those who 
fell under our bullets, etc. durirg baitle in the course of the purging 
operations. Our sida pleo ettverod considorable casualties in the course 
of the difficult punitive operations. 


(Annex) 


The collection of the contributions from the Chinose, which was 
carried out wivhout reference to the arrests of Chinese in Singapore, 
seemed to be minly a counter measure adonted to cope with inflation 
following the occuoation of Mrlay. 


Since the currency in circulation reached St. $260,000,000 following 
the surrender of the British troors es compared with St. $210,000,000 
in pre-war days, it wea decided to heave the difference, St. $50,000,000, 
donated. The donations were collected about the time of the transfer of 
Genorel YAMASHITA to another vost. 


5. Judgments. 


In short, it can be understood from the guiding policy of the army 
Commandor at the beginning of the wer that utmost efforts were mede to 
prevent and check the inhumano acts committed during the course of the 


Malay (Singapore) campaign. 


(1). With regard to the question cf the disposition of the Chinese 
in Singapore, it is clerr that Commander YAMASHITA, following the 
eurrerder of the British Army, issucd to the various commanders of the 
corps and of the Carrison Forces an order concerning the clearing up of 
battile-fields end purging operations (mopping-up operations) with the 
determination to eradicate spies and disturbers of peace rnd order, in 
view of the intensive obstructive meeasures and anti-Japenose activitios 
of the Chineso during the campaign. However, no written order for the 
punishment of tho Chinese nlore exists. The Commander of the Garrison 
Forces at Singapore, on tho besis of the above-mentioned order and the 
Army's intention, carried it out as e pert of the operations for 
Clearing up the battle-fields and of the purging operations. Judging 
also from the objective situation at that time end the stato of 
mopping-up oporations throughout tho entire Malny Peninsula, it is 
Clear that it was not based on the personel view of the Commander of the 
Garrison Forces. I should judge thet, in punishing the Chinese, prepara- 
tions were mde beforehand and verious measures edopted after entry /in to 
Singepore/ in order to ensure propricty. 
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(2) Since the arvests end punishments of the Chinese were conducted 
during the course of clesxing up the tatile-fielisa ani wovping--up 
operations following tvtioncivs fighhing, 1: ig nsedlecs to eay thet it 
is difficult to juige rech acts on the Drele of ths stancard ror normal 
times, evon though efforis wove mate to onenrs thoir propriety. It appears 
that the reports by enemy nevimepers incJudo thoso who died from war 
sickness during operations and even citizens ai) largo who were victins 
of bombing. They also exagzernte things. Accordingly, it seeme proper 
to estimate the number of spies and anti-Japrnecse undersirable elcments 
who wege punished at about 5,CO0. 


In Hu HSING's "Notes on tho New Life of the Chinese" it is writton 
that there was a fairly larse nwoher cf undiegiraole “hinese who obstructed 
oporations and instigated and lucted iew ebiding citizeuas. Thais gives an 
idea of the situation. 


(3) Although it is not possible to guaranteo that, in making the 
arrests and punishments, the stats’ officers concerned did net "overdo" 
themselves, and althoveh it is cifficuls to ges a cicar idoa of the 
situation then because Jt. Col. HAYASHI, whe was the scaff cfficor in 
charge of it (staff officer attacned io ths headgvervora of the Shonan 
Garrison Forces) and Chief of Staff Lt. General SUZUKI nave dicd in 
action, it may become further clear if Mejor Generel IKETANI, who was 
the chief of the operations section, nnd Colonol TSUJI, who was tho staff 
officer in charge of operations, are intorrogated. 
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
